Origin of the Automobile 

ge Worked 

Upon Embryo Auto and in 1769 ~ 
Successful One Built 


According to Ernest Saut, a 
French journalist, who has made a 
study of the history of the utomo- 
bile, more than six centuries ego a 
man endeavored to build a “horse- 
less carriage.” 

As ¢arly as the thirteenth century 
a Parisian carriaze maker  werk-d 
upon what he styled the “horseless 
carrier.” While not successful, his 
ideas were seized upon by noted 
scientists of the day, aud much 
Study was. devoted to a fruitless 
for 
machinery that would drive a_vehi- 
cle by a series of springs and cords 
yound up like the works of ua clock. 

In 1769 a French mechanic, Jos 
eph Cugnot. succeeded in p:opelling 
by steam a small wooden car of his 
own design, and deve'oped it to a 
point where it drew a piece of artil 
lery a mile in 20 minutes. The car 
burned wood and was able to carry 
cnough fuel to keep it in motion for 
more than an hour. The nnwicldlyv 
machine wrecked itself, however, and 
Cugnot lost heart in his work. A 
few years ago France erected a sta- 
tue to him as the inventor of the 
horseless vehicle. 

After the failure of numerous ex- 
periments in Kngland and France 
shortly following the appearance of 
Cugnot’s inven’ioh, the horseless
